|The worst was to come, The Housé of 
Detention it turned aut was no place set apart 
for poverty-stricken individuals—it was’ the 
prison, A poor man and a ‘criminal are the 
same in the eyes of the law as understood in 
Hongkong, Tue criminal gets into prison 
clothes—so does the man sent to the House of 
Detention, The criminal is locked up in a 
cell and visited every five or ten minutes by a 
warder during the night—so is (he upfortunate, 
Indeed, the cells of the criminals and the pau- 

pers are interchangeable. There is this differ. 

ence. A criminal during the first seven—or 
perhaps it is fourteen-~days of his incarceration 
is fed on bread and water. The pauper or 
vagrant is not reduced tothat ; he gets ordinary 
prisonfare. Buthere comes the tub, Forten 
days alter being committed to the House of 
Detention, he is kept locked up, and has, like 
a criminal, to pick a pound anda half of oakum, 
Ifa man has contravened the law and suffered 
the penalty, he may proceed with a calm mind 
to dohis work; the poor unfortunate who is out 
at heels and is, it may be, the mere jest of fate 
sufters immeasurably. Of course, for the 
putka beachcomber few can have much 
sympathy, because he won't work, not if he had 
a choice‘of jobs, There are beachcombers here 
now who will gay that they would rather starve 
than work, 

Happily, warders are human, and those in 
charge of the European section of the gaol—it. 
is useless mincing words because the House 
of Hetention is the gaol—are exceptionally 
reasonable and fair. Half the day they are 
aggravated, beyond endurance almost, by 
Chinese prisoners, yet they are eminently even-
